The new show will examine the Warren 
ommission's case against Lee Harvey Oswald as the assassin of 
President Kennedy and will prove two main points: 

1) that Lee Oswald was, from the time of his arrest,

media, the Warren Commission, and every other investigative 
agency of the United States government and 

2) that there is no basis in fact or evidence for this 
assumption. 


I firmly believe that if Lee Oswald had lived to stand 
trial, that there is no way that he could have been convicted 
based upon the evidence. In fact, the exact opposite is true. 
The Warren Commission had evidence which persuasively indicates 
that Lee Oswald could not have been the assassin. "Presumed 
Guilty" will, for the first time, objectively analyze all of the 
evidence in the case against Lee Harvey Oswald.
